Nos. 62 and 64 Thomasstreet, corner of Oburch- 
street, is oceupied by the offices of buyers for out- 
of-town houses. It is damaged by water. 

The occupants of Nos. 66 and 68 Thomas-street 
were : William Simpson's Sons & Co., first floor and 
basements; Nonotuck Silk Company and Flor. 
enee Manufacturing Company on second floor;

William Simpson's Sons & Co. are manufacturers 
of eotton print goods. Their stock, valued at $60, -

furnis ing goods. Their stock, worth $20,000, is 
also'ruined by water. 

The loss of the Monotuck Mill will be very large 
on a stock of $125,000.

Debate will open’ on Monday on the pro- 
gramme of the French Ministry. It is 
searcely possible that the Ministry will be 
sustained. The journals of all shades of 
Republican :opinioh condemn it, and 
the most conservative in the severest 
manner. The . Journal des  Débats 
puts its position with  claracteristic 
vigor: ‘In reading the Declaration of 
the Ministers,, one might beheve that 
nothing had happened in France for a long 
time, whereas, only a week ago the Repub- 
lic was established.” On the other hand, 
all sections of Republicans in the Chamber 
of Deputies oppose the programme of the 
Ministry, and all except the Left Centre in 
the Senate. Among the rumors which pre- 
vail..is one that the Marshal will 
summon M. GambeTTa to form a Ministry, 
and that if he refuse, the President will re- 
sign ; but it is not likely that M. GauseTra 
will accept office, and it is practically’ cer- 
tain that the Marshal will not resign. On 
the whole, the *‘crisis” appears more ex- 
citing than important, and is not to be com- 
pared with those through which the pa- 
tience and firmness of the Republicans have 
hitherto guided the country. 


SENATOR CONKLING. 

We publish to-day from the pen of an 
honored Republican who has ceased to take 
any active share in politics, a dispassionate 
review of some of the personal and political 
shortcomings of Roscor CoNnKLINe. Our 
correspondent. is probably aware that any 
protest against the re-election of Senator 
ConkLine is likely to fall unheeded at the 
present. juncture, and that his strictures 
have a historical rather than a practical in- 
terest. Batthe fact that there is virtually 
no other candidate for the Senatorial suc- 
cession, and that it may with certainty be 
affirmed that Mr, Conxiine will be his own 
successor, renders it all the more necessary 
that some wotds of reproof and warning 
should accompany the renewal of a great 
trust which, in the past, has not been 
guarded with proper fidelity. 

Rosco: ConKLING not only stands as the 
foremost representative of the. Republican 
Party of New-York: he is also a typical 
American statesman—a man by whose ¢a- 
reer and character the future will judge of 
the political standards of the present time, 
and in whose methods. ambitious young 
men may not unnaturally seek for the path 
of political preferment. The conscientious 
historian may deal leniently with the errors 
of Mr. ConKLING, but his greatness can only 
be conceded on the theory that he lived in 
the day of small men and of debased political 
morals. Superficially viewed, his career 
bears the honest stamp of apublic servant 
faithful in few things, being made ruler 
over many. Trusted by his fellow-towns- 
men to a degree which falls to the lot of 
few young men, he has gone through all the 
stages of political advancement with a ra- 
pidity which bespeaks brilliant powers and 
the capacity for. eliciting the .admitation 
and confidence of men. The meanest forms 
of public jobbery have never been success- 
fully brought home té him ; in an|arena not 
devoid of men of real: cneitinttes he has al- 
ways been a conspicuous figure; he has: 
brought to the solution of political problems 
fitted to call forth the noblest energies of 
the human intellect 4 courageous and con- 
vineing eloquence; whose: power has been 
confessed by his bitterest. enemies. 

All this and more might justly be said in 
praise of the senior Senator from New-York, 

and yet the unprejudiced verdict of his own 

generation may closely conform to what we 

believe will be the dispassionate estimate 

of his ability and influence which posterity 
will agree in making. For, the higher we 
place the possibilities of greatness of which 
Mr. ConkKLING has ‘given frequent intima- 

tion; the harsher will be our judgment on 

his failure to fullfill such promise. Let it 
be admitted that he merely shares the re- 
proach of every conspicuous public man of 
his generation in consenting ‘to use mean 
instruments and dubious methods to attain 
ends which were in themselves noble, and 
it must also be conceded that these instru- 

ments and methods have succeeded in 

dragging him down to their level, instead of 
his being able to elevate them to -his own. 

No contemporary leader of men has shown 
less sympathy than he with-the reforming 
impulses which sought to raise our politics 
above the plane of mercenary truck and 
dicker; none has clung more obstinately to 
the political machinery whose motive power 
is derived from the possession of place and 
the possibility of plunder. The corruption 
which grew around the Grant Administra- 
tion from the easy tolerance and blind 
attachment to friends, which charac- 
terized. its head, elicited neither 
warning nor protest. from Senator Conk- 
LING. His conception of party has never 
been comprehensive enough to give their 
proper place tothe conscience and intelli- 

gence which alone make his party vital, 
and it has fallen far short of a perception 
of the fact that partisanship is but a means 
to the io ends of the true statesman. 

Of late years there have been too many 
good reasons to identify the partisan zeal 
of Senator ConxLine with the still narrower 
range of his personal interests. His con- 
duct during the campaign of 1874 was 
pretty generally stigmatized as a deliberate 
betrayal of the Republican cause for the pur- 
pose of retaining 
the Federal patronage of the State. Be that 
poe it wo it certainly Boia ere i poorly 
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either receive a new bent 

ignobly. He cannot go 

ing the new responsibilities of 

party and the newly-developed vet 
problems of his time without incurring the 
contempt of all whose good opinion is worth 
having. He1isin a position where he can, 
if he will, emarcipate himself from the 
fluence of petty cliques, of childish person- 
al resentments, and of the mercenary fol- 
lowing which has so often made him ap- 
pear ridiculous and identified his mo- 
tives’ with their own. In all external 
attributes, hé is well-fitted for the réle of 
leadership ; his mind must have become 
hopelessly subdued to what it works in if 
the highest level of statesmanship is forever 
beyond his reach. The standards by which 
public men are tried have steadily risen 
during the last seven years, and, 
it must be said, that Senator Conx- 
LING has not risen with them, We 
bope and believe that the political morality 
of the next seven years will show a seale of 
elevation even greater than it has done 
since the fall of the Tweed Ring, It re- 
mains to be seen whether Mr, ConkLine 
ean place himself in advance of this move- 
ment, instead of lagging behind it; whether

THE REQUIRED LEGISLATION, 

Superintendent SuytH has adopted a 
characteristic method of proving that the 
Insurance Department ought not to be abol- 
ished. As long as his office lasts, the insu- 
rance companies are to a certain extent at 
his merey. He can worry them in halfs 
dozén different ways. He can vex them 
with investigations, throw upon them the 
onus of removing easily-invented doubts, 
fasten on them his personal or partisan as- 
sociates, and extort from them fees which 
in other circumstances would be resisted 
as excessive, With how much impunity he 
may do all this, facts elidited during his 
trial before the Senate sufficiently prove. 
There is, therefore, something like mockery 
in his appeal to the companies for testi- 
mony in rebuttal of the Governor’s accusa- 
tions against the department. The Govy- 
ernor asserts that to the policy-holders and. 
the public the department does more harm 
than good, and, so faras life insurance is 
concerned, the assertion may be easily 
substantiated. Mr. SmyYTH, in bis own 
behalf, in effect, says to the companies, 
‘*Ie not State stipervision an. admirable 
thing? AmI not a model officer? Wonld 
not my removal and its abolition be a ca- 
lamity?’ Of course, the officers willanswer 
Aye to every inquiry of this sort. They 
cannot afford to quarrel with Mr. Smyru, 
and, if necessary, would certify that he is 
angelic as well as efficient. Allowande must 
bé made for the.quandary in which they are 
placed. It would be cruel to scan too closely 
their motives, or to judge. of their state- 
ments in forgetfulness of their relations to 
the department. But Mr, Sura makes a 
mistake if he imagines that the opinions 
which his ciroular is intended to elicit’ will 
be entitled to any special consideration.

The Committee on Legislation reported a revised 
copy of ‘the act under discussion yesterday, and’ 
after it had been accepted, it was taken up, section 
by section, for adoption by the convention.
